New York has been thrilled with ex-
citement over the sickness of the male
hippopotamus Caliph, who is the pride
of the Central park menngerie, and the
loving husband of a female hippopota-
mus  named Miss Murphy.

THE NUDE IN ART.

IWritten _f-_ar ihe Bee,

'The attitude of professionnl artists on the
question of what is fit and what 15 untfit for
public exlibition is not well understood, ‘end
is apt to he miscopstrued. So much has re-
cently been said concorning the action of the
trustees of wn art wmuscum in Norwich,
Conn., that it may vot be without interest Lo
consider the question somewhat thoroughly.
The world believes that there are simply two
purties—the artista and the art loving, who
arg [n favor of nudoe art upon  oertam condi-
tions—aond the prurient prudes who  wre op-
posea to at, and who swathe the legs, no,
litnbs, of their pianos, This is totally erron-
eous, for the fact is that ortists are us much
divided in their views as the public. As n
rule, Awerican urtists in America are un-
bued with the ideas which have constantly
provailed in Englapd, and are opposed to
nude mpletures  unless an  extraordinonry
amount of ability 1 shown, In all
the long annals of the Royal academy
only two wen  could be  certuin
thut nude pictures from  their ateliers would
be uecepled, Fity and sStothard, and it is an
unwritten law of the exhibitions that no
nude shall bo acceptod no mutter how mers
itorious, unless It comes from @ wan who
bas at least the rank of an Associate. This
system is obviously based upon the supposi-
tion that very great technical merit lifts an
othurwise objectionable picture into an ex-
coptional eategory. Aud as ouly a jury of
professional men can determine whoether oy
picture possessos these technlcal merits it is
cleéar that men who are not professiounl art-
ists und who have to pass upon the admission
of nude plotures, will act in secordunce with
tho practice of the Royal aeadewmy of Lon-
don, wnd the National scedomy of New
York, 1o rejecting them.y _

But Awmerigan artists in Fraovoe, in Mu-
nigh, and in Vienua are not in barmony with
these views, and ¢ ousider thew Puritunical,
The busis of adwmission in thesp eountrics
rests cutirely upon the motive of & ploture,
uud the artists contend that so loug we the
aun of the artist was evideutly pure, his
work should uot be excluded because of the
realism which may preval in it.  The pub-
lie gouerally supposcs that French arlists are
specinlly gty of prescoting detalls of
oudity which sh those spoctutors
who aré not secoustomed the
freedom of an Euro brush, but this is
incorrect. The wosl cynical arlists arc the
Vienncse aud the ans, whose fidelity to
uature s absolutely boroic. It Is clear thut
whan the motive of an artist 1 in question, &
ury of wen who are not professlonals can

perfectly m;cu&«mt. to pass upon the ad-
misslon or e n of contributions. But
it wust aiso be clear that there will be greal
diversity of oplulon @s o the polut where

be drawn, for one mun will
consider a  motive blamable which another
will consider pardonable, Many men, many
minds, suys the proverb, and the sunalsof
Anthony Comstock’s law expericnee are
sufticient to show that jndges differ very
materially upon this very material point.
Where does permssable freedom end, and
where does obvious obscenity begint It
cannot ve denied that from the standpoint of
public morals, the Amerivan and English
artists are wiser in their generation than
their brothers of the continent, ‘The zist of
judicial decision shows this,for it has repaat-
edly been adjudged that uw  picturse
wis not obscene, while the photograph of
that same picture was obscene, From the
continental point of view this would be an
absurdity,butii s onthcassumption that great
techmenl merit 1ifts un otherwise objoctionu -
ble patuting into an exceptional category,

The wise men of Norwich have been
girded at by pungent puragraphers, and sol-
emuly rebuked by stately editorinl writers,
and yot they did nothing mnore than many
sculptors do of their own volition. The
hint given to art by the fig leaf of Paradise
has becn adopted very generally, It will be
suid that we do not find this in tha Tamous
Elgin marbles. It is trua. Hutaif an appeal
is mado to ancient art it must be made with
a full statement of the clreumstances,

In pre-Phidian seulpture, all female forms
are swathed in deapory, as those art stu-
dents know who have deawn the Fates, The
humun form is also elothed in all proces.
sional jbas relicfs, such as the Paunathenaic
procossion, There remain  some nbude
stutues of mnles, such us the
Theseus and Hyssus, but thero is a peculine-
ity about thom which merits consideration,
The reclining  attitudes of these show that
they represent the hnmortals upon the
wountain of beatitude, ana that they are
rhosts and not mortal men. There are
Yheemiocion silver bowls which represent ab.
solutely the forms and tho uttitudes of these
superb ilustrations of the human form, un-
der such conditions that the moeaning I8 not
to be contested, There are also pre-Phidian
miurbles represeuting the winged Hermes
and these are nude,  We are here, therefore,
on the trace of an art law in which Greok
sculptors in the best periog of Hellenie art
represented feminine snirits ns completely
clothed, men and women inthelr conventionsl
attire und the immortals and gods alone as
naked. It was only through the degeneracy
wnd corruption of luter times that goddesses
and fomining spirits were soulptured in im-
mortal nudity.
